The ajcrwineut provides that in order 


tt« leave no question as to the titles ci 
\Villiara Goebel and J. C. Y\~. Beckharn 
to the offices of governor and lieutenant 
siKvernor rcspectix-ely the general assem- 
bly -hall pass a resolution in joint as- 
sembly validating the acts on that sub- 
ject since the legislature has beenv pre- 
vented by troops from holding its regular 
sessions at Frankfort. 


Beckham's title to the office of govern- 


or is not to be questioned- The Demo- 
crats jir.int immunity to Governor Taylor 
and his associates from prosecution for 
treason, usurpation of ofiico or contempt 
of court for xvhat has been done since 
the shooting of Goehd. These matters 
are to be held in abeyance until next 
Monday. The Republican legislature is to 
lie withdrawn from London immediately. 
and no filibustering or other attempt of 
this character is to be resorted to by the 
Republicans to obstruct the carrying out 
of this agreement in tho legislature. 


The Democrats suggested that in view 


of the great crowds expected in Frank- 
fort during the Goebel funeral ceremo- 
nies the soldiers should be xvithdrawu. 
The Republicans asked that an adequate 
guard be left to protect Governor Taylor 
and his associates. 


IVithrtruTraJ of Troops. 


It was riually agreed to lenve to Gen- 


eral Daniel Lindscy, one of the Republic- 
an conferees, the decision as to how 
many troops should he left to prevent a 
clash as a result at the Goebel funeral, 
the Republicans to begin, at once the 
•withdrawal of troops from Frankfort. It 
was agreed that the board of election 
commissioners, sitting as a contest board. 
should be allowed to meet at Frankfort 
without 
molestation, 
the 
Democrats 


agreeing that no summary action bo tak- 
en on these contests and that nothing be 
done without due hearing "f evidence and 
argument. The Republicans asked that 
some provision for a repeal or modifica- 
tion of the Goebol law be included in tho 
agreement. The Democrats agreed that 
to two leading Republicans and to two 
lending Democrats should be left the 
matter of sngpef-tiug Changes, in the Got-- 
bel law believed.to be wise. 


ITow accurately the Republican confer- 


ees represent Governor Taylor or how 
necessary the latter's acquiescence is to 
the carrying out of the plans agreed upon 
can only be determined by tho events of 
the next 24 hours. It is probable i hat 
the Republican policy was materially in- 
fluenced by the following telegram tn 
Taylor from Senator Dcboe, dated 'Wash- 
ington. Feb. 4: 


"The unanimous sentiment here is that 


you are wrong in preventing tho legisla- 
ture1 from meeting and thnt yon should 
submit the disputed questions to the civil 
courts. 
Federal assistance cannot be 


given you on your requisition so long as 
the legislature is in session or can be con- 
vened. There is no doubt but it can be 
convened if you will permit. The Demo- 
crats intend that if any violence occurs 
you shall be the aggressor. You will by 
forcible resistance ulicnate all who for- 
merly sympathized with your case. Xo 
assistance. Answer."

Malletoa «jtd the Victor mm. Ameri- 
ca n Naval OMctt — Tfc* Jack Pot 
That Can»e« 1a« Trouble. 
"There was a stiff game of poker played 


\'V A paymaster in the navy with King 
Malietoa several years ago, I guess this 
ivns about the healthiest game ever in- 
dulged in by a foreigner. 
Malietoa had 


heard of the great games played by Kal- 
akaua. king of Hawaii, and the Samoan 
thought he'd like to take a little brush on 
this line. Well, Malietoa's opportunity 
to test his belief came one day when an 
American man-of-war— never mind which 
one—sailed into the harbor at Apia. His 
determination to take the thirty-second 
degree in the mysteries of the great 
American game was satisfied to the full- 
«»st extent- Among the officers aboard 
the mnn-of-war were- a paymaster, a 
lieutenant and an asistant 
engineer, 


who had burned the midnight lamp 
studying poker at Annapolis and had 
prosecuted the study in season and out 
of season ever since they left that place. 
In a word, they were all three just about 
as smooth poker players as you could find 
in a month's travel. 


''There was a trader among the white 


residents of Apia who was known to 
coma to the front with a pretty stiff

Malietoa 
soon 
arranged 


through him a game with the officers. 
By invitation and appointment the king 
and his friends met the officers in the 
private parlors of a European, and before 
the evening was half gone Malietoa re- 
quested that the limit, a small one, be 
taken off. The old codger had won sev- 
eral pretty fair jack pots and felt his im- 
portance and ability to clean up the 
whole crowd. 
Off the limit came, and 


for several hours Malietoa had almost 
phenomenal luck, winning jack pot after 
jack pot. 
The more he won the more 


reckless he became, and when something 
was said «bout closing down he entered 
a large and emphatic protest. The game 
proceeded, and the healthiest jack pot of 
tne night was on the table. 


"Several hands had been dealt around 


•without nny one having expressed his 
ability to open the pot, when the king, 
with a look of surprise and a smile 
of pleasure and triumph combined, an- 
nounced that he would open it $20 wor.1i. 
Every player staid. The paymaster drew 
three cards, the lieutenant the same num- 
ber, the assistant engineer took two and 
the trader one. 
Malietoa showed his 


blood by standing out and putting $10 
more into the pot. The paymaster saw 
this and raised him §25, while the others 
staid. Then the king raised again, and 
the paymaster threw in §25 more. It was 
becoming too interesting for the other 
players, and they dropped out. After the 
king's last raise the paymaster hesitated 
a moment, put his cigar to one side and 
shoved ?50 to the middle of the mahog- 
any. 


"The king put up the equivalent in 


Chilean silver dollars, the currency of 
the islands, and, drawing a small sack 
from his pocket, emptied its contents be- 
fore him and excitedly placed in the pot 
the funds of the royal treasury o£ Sa- 
innn, amounting to $79 in silver. 
The 


paymaster's face grew serious, and ho 
locked at his royal opponent in a hesitat- 
ing, puzzled sort of way. Could this bo 
a Samoan Ah bin he bad run against? 
Had this kingly copper colored son of a 
gun learned the art of poker playing 
from visiting traders years before and 
had he been playing possum all the even- 
ing? Having sis or seven months' pay 
in his inside pocket, the paymaster de- 
cided to chance some of it in finding out. 


"After a few moments of undecision he 


drew $379 in gold and silver from his 
pocket aud added it to the pot, which 
now covered the table. Malietoa gave a 
gasp and called for a glass of kava to 
steady his nerves.

Then the excited monarch offered to put 
up the island of Manono, one of the fin- 
est in the Samoan group, against the 
$300. To this the paymaster consented, 
and a transfer deed of the property, duly 
signed, attested by the trader, who was 
a notary public, and witnessed by the 
other two officers, -was put in the pot. 
Then the kin? called the paymaster, who 
blowly laid down four aces and a live 
spot. 


"With n look of horror and a Samoan 


wail of despair, his majesty exposed to 
view three kings, an eight spot and a 
douce. Then he fell oft' his chair in .1 
faint, the excitement having been too 
inn eh fur his nerves. Kava in copious 
quantities brought him around sufficient- 
ly to enable his removal to his own cas- 
ilc. The paymaster shoveled his money 
into a sack and placed it in the trader's 
iron safe, but the deed for the island he 
carefully placed in his pocket. 


"Next morning the details of the big 


poker game were known to nearly every 
inhabitant of the place, and the German 
and English consuls sent official commu- 
nications to the American consul pro- 
testing in most emphatic terms against 
the action of the king in disposing of the 
island of Manono to au American or to 
any one else, and warning the consul 
that unless the paymaster returned the 
deed for the island to the king at once 
they would direct the attention of their 
respective governments to the case. 


"Hero was a pretty state of affairs. 


The officer had, no doubt, won the is- 
land fairly, and the king's action was 
binding, but in the tension in which Sa- 
moan affairs wove at that time the Gor- 
man and English governments would on- 
ly too willingly have taken advantage of 
the circumstances as an excuse for in- 
ternational 
rompliontioiiP, oudiiiR ulti- 


mately in n disastrous way to American 
interests. 


"The fncts were fully explained to the 


paymaster, and on the promise of Mnlie- 
ton that he would give the officer a num- 
ber of tine mats and other Sumimu arti- 
cles of value the deed was returned to 
the king and destroyed. By mutual con- 
sent of the consuls and others interested 
the affair was hushed up in every way 
and was thus .allowed to die out. Malie- 
ton took nn onth that ho would no\er 
again play poker."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

"Up to middle age the- late Senator Ta- 


bor's life was one of great hardship," 
s-.id a former resident of the Silver 
State, "and when he suddenly became 
fabulously rich he plunged into luxuries 
15!:e a starving man wading into a ban- 
quet. One of his early freaks was the 
purchase of several magniticent lace 
nightrobes which cost $1<W apiece and 
\vhieh ht- kept locked up in a safe dur- 
ing the- day. 
Eugene Field was editor 


of the Denver Tribune at the time, and 
those lai.-e nightrobes made him simply 
hysterical. He wrote column upon col- 
u:.-.n about them, describing the gar- 
im-Jits in detail, with numerous diagrams 
depicting sections fore and aft. 
The 


diagrams wf-re hideous 
affairs, which 


Fii'Sd carved out himself with a penknife 
on the back of old wood type. He used 
to describe how Tabor would forget the 
oomi.-iaation of the safe and sit up. shiv- 
ering and naked, half the night trying to 
remember the right figures. 


"Altogether he kept Denver in a roar 


for weeks and made Tabor so wild that 
one day he rushed into his office, snatch- 
ed the unfortunate iiightrobes out of 
their compartment aud tore them to 
threads. "There, now!' he exclaimed, 
wiping his forehead and kicking the tat- 
tered fragments into a corner. 'I hopo 
t'jat fool will be satisfied. I'll be hanged 
if I ain't going to get a gunny sack,' he 
continued, 'cut some holes in the end for 
my head and arms, and then sleep in it 
for the rest of my life'.' 


"When Tabor was appointed to the 


senate to fill an nnexpired term of ex- 
actly 29 days, Field broke loose again 
and h:id all kinds of fun with the old 
man. He declared that Tabor opposed 
the tariff bill on the ground that it en- 
couraged lawlessness in the west. 'I 
don't know this tariff bill,' he reported 
the senator as saying in a speech, 'but 
we have entirely too many of 'em out 
where.I live. There's W7ild Bill and Pe- 
cos Bill and Billy the Kid—nil no good.

ANTIQUITY OF GUNPOWDER. 
A CLEVER RUSE. 
TRICK OF THE TICKET SELLERS. 


It Wu Known In Bnrope m» Early 


«• the Year 2SO. 


<Yi have evidence necessary to convict 


our judgment ihat gunpowder must have 
been known to Kttropeau adveiituses 


>X before we had any authentic record 


of it having been put to use in Kurope. 
As early as the year 230 it is said that 
the Emperor Caligula had war machines 
which imitated thunder and lightning 
and threw stones from their mouths. It 
is probable that gunpowder was original- 
ly used by the Chinese, not for hurMug 
projectiles, but to produce a great noise 
and sputtering and smoke for the pur- 
pose of frightening rather than of in- 
juring an enemy, the same as they are 
now kuown to employ masks and dias- 
OKS. 


The original gunpowder mixtures were 


very crude indeed, being saltpeter, char- 
coal and sulphur, or bitumen, mixed in 
varying proportions. 


The idea of employing gunpowder as a 


propelling agent for projectiles probably 
originated from the use of the material 
in rockets for the purpose of projecting 
the substance its*!f. coupled with the ex- 
pedient of placing the rockets in a stone 
mortar or bronze pipe to give them direc- 
tion. 


The first projectiles other than rockets 


were of stone, cast iron projectiles not 
having been invented until about the be- 
ginning of the fifteenth century. Mo- 
hammed II, in the siege of Constantino- 
ple, 
employed large bronze cannon for 


throwing balls of stone to breach the 
walls of that city. There is at Woolwich 
fii-senal, in England, a bronze cannon 
which was nsed by Mohammed II at 
that siege. The gun is made in two parts, 
screwed together. The powder chamber 
is much smaller than the bore of the gun 
proper, carrying the projectile, m order 
to provide sufficient thickness of wall to 
withstand the high initial pressure of an 
explosive probably used in the form of 
fine powder. 


Koger Bacon, vrho died in the year 


12S4, has often been considered as the 
original inventor of gunpowder. While 
he may have been an independent invent- 
or of that material, he certainly was not 
the first to produce it. 


Gunpowder, as originally made, con- 


sisted of a fine powder, being a simple 
mechanical mixture of its separate ingre- 
dients, probably saltpeter, charcoal and 
sulphur. The idea of making powder in 
cakes and then breaking the cakes into 
grains probably originated from the mix- 
tare of bitumen with gunpowder or from 
moistening and ramming hard to slow its 
combustion and better adapt the material 
for use in rockets. We have, however, no 
account of methodical granulation of 
gunpowder until 1525 in France.—Hiram 
Maxim in Anglo-American Magazine.

Flow Circnc Patron* Sometime* Are 
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To Crimp Lettuce I/caves. 


Do you know how to crisp lettuce 


leaves? A most simpl*1 process, but one 
rarely adopted judging by the wilted 
stuff we generally see served. A gentle- 
man of the old school was my teacher, 
and v.-hile yet a more maid I was pro- 
moted to the proud dignity of crisping 
the lettuce. 


Firstcarefuliy separate the leaves from 


the stilk. discarding discolored and irn- 


j perfect ones and leaving untouched the 


tiny hearts; lay them all in cool, clear 
water for awhile, all morning if you 
choose; pick them over a couple of times 
before serving; wash one by one and lay 
in a wire basket if you have one; if not, 
a clean, soft towel will answer; gather 
the ends and sides loosely in your hand 
and lightly shake the lettuce; then put 
the leaves in a colander, which you set 
in the refrigerator, but not on thu ice. 
Leave, until needed, when you will find 
the lettuce deliciously cool and crisp 
enough to crack. Never cut the leaves. 
If very large, divide with the fingers into 
smaller pieces.—What to Eat.
